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CHINA’S MAJOR MENACES 


President’s Resolve to Restore Order: Claim of 
Success: Saving Nation from Extinction 


t Nanchang, July 26. 
Declaring his unflinching resolve 
to quell the various revolts, as well 
‘as the “Red” banditry, within the 
shortest possible time, President 
Chiang Kai-shek, in a circular tele- 
‘gram issued last night, points out 
that the three major 
‘menaces ‘with which the country is 
now confronted—namely, the “Red” 
banditry, the Canton” and Shih 
‘Yu-san’ 'revolts—represent a con- 
sorted move to prolong the state 
fof chaos in the ‘country, Follow. 
ing is a summary of the President's 
atest telegra 

Having been instructed to as- 
sume command of the “Red” sup- 
pression campaign, I arrived, in 

ngsi from the capital on June 
Bi Gn July 2 lett Nenchang. for 
‘the front on a tour of inspection, 
Subsequently, I established my 
headquarters’ at Nanfeng and per- 
sonally directed the various units 
in the suppression of the “Reds.” 
‘As a consequence, Lienchuan was 
captured’ on the 4th inst, and 
Kuangehang. and’ Shihcheng were 
‘simultaneously reduced on the 13th 
inst, 

Following up these victories, the 
various units were ordered to press 
After ‘the fleeing. marauders, ‘with 
the. result that Ningtu, which was 
the principal stronghold of the 
“Reds,” fell into our hands on the 
10th. "After these severe blows, 
Fepeatedly inflicted by our forces, 
the strength of the “Red” banditry 
Was considerably reduced, ‘the total 
number of remnant bandits having 
dwindled too hardly over ten. thou 
‘sand. “Moreover, as they were des- 

eraiely fleeing ‘in the direction of 
Weichang. and Tingehow, 
teasualties wero sulfered by them as 
f result of the attacks made by the 
‘various civilian volunteer corps on 
the way, As a matter of fact, the 
bandit forces were so completely 
Gisorganized that it was confidently 
‘expected to effect, their complete 
extermination within the» current 
month. 

Contrary, however, to our ex- 
pectations,” just at’ the ‘moment 
when our forces were waging a 
ife-and-death struggle with the 
“Reds” in the face of serious diff. 
‘culties, reports were received _ of 
the Korean outrages, the Shih 
‘Yu-san revolt, and tho invasion of 
Hunan and Klangst by the Kuang- 
tung and Kuangsi rebels, ‘This 
compelled me to return immediately 
to Nanchang from the fronts 
\ Reports from various quarters 

sd that Shih Yu-san was 
it over” by the Canton rebels 
for the sum of half-a-million 
dollars, and that he had as his 
military rs military officers 
of a certain  Imperalistie country, 
‘a5 well as bandit leaders, The 
Revol was thus obviously, deignod

Following the capture of Ningtu, 
‘& telogram addressed by Mao Tse: 
tung to. Peng Teh-huai was dis- 
covered in the bandit headquarters, 
stating inter alia:—"The Liang” 
Kuang Provinces aro. preparing, to 
invade Hunan and Kiangsi within 
‘the current month. ‘The _ 600,000 
ind ‘of ammunition which they 
promised to give us are expect 
Botetivered’ trom ‘Chinying ime 
mediately. Our troops must make 
every effort to defend Ningtu for 
half a month, As soon as the 
Kuangtung forces havo entered 
Kinngsi, the siege will be raised 
and we may launch a counter 
attack.” 

‘Numerous other telegrams, pro- 
‘ing the secret alliance between the 
“mea” banditry and the Canton 
rebels, have also been seized and

of Fukien, telegrams from 
bandit headquarters have been in- 
tereepted, establishing beyond any 
‘doubt the close connection between 
the “Red” banditry and the Canton 
rebels. ‘That there is an intimate 
‘causal relation between these major 
menaees to the country—namely, 
‘the Canton, and Shih Yu-san re- 
volts, the “Red” menace, and the 
Korean outrages— is ' therefore 
obvious. 

‘While, at this critical juncture, 
we must all strive to suppress 
ternal disturbances as well as to 
ward off foreign aggressions, we 
must tealite, however, that it is 
only when We have brought about 
‘peace and tranquillity at home that 
‘we shall be in a position to 
foreign aggressions, | Our i 
fe tasks are, therefore, to, 
euppress the “Red” banditry, in 
order to resigre the vital energy of 









































the nation, and to quell the revolts 
Jn order to restore national unity. 

What I” have been seeking to 
lachieve is to preserve law and dise 
ipline from being violated, and 
thereby to save the nation from ex: 
tinction. “If the proper and legal 
procedure is resorted to. for the 
elation of the present ° complica 
ions, Twill readily quit my posts 
should the Party s0 desire.” How: 
ever, if revolt is resorted to for the 
purpose of wresting power, or suc- 
ess is being sought through “the 
betrayal of the country, Twill, in 
fulfillment of | my” Revolutionary 
Jduty, show no Ienieney and will 
ruthiessly exterminate all those 
‘who daro to be tools of the Im- 
perialists or rebels against 
Party and the State. At this er 
iteal’ juncture, therefore, all our 
compatriots should distinguish 
clearly between ‘right and wrong 
land uphold the cause of righteous: 
Iness.." They should be calm and 
funperturbed, strictly abide by law 
‘and order, and guard sedulously 
Jagainst being overcome by sudden 
[emotion.

vith Japan with regard to the 
treaty’ revision problem.—Rengo.

anything as to the object of their 
visit to Japan. ‘Though they were 
travelling in a private capacity, he 
said, their programme included’ in-

In the meanwhile, Mr. Liu Chi 
wen and his party arrived in Tokyo 
by the super-express last night at, 
9.30 and immediately put up at the 
Station Hotel. The party denied 
‘any connection with Mr. Eugene 
Chen's party in the present trip, 
ut conversations were exchanged 
more than once between Tokyo and

AS THE SPARKS FLY 
July 22. 
The Government at Nanking 
at the moment must be firmly 
convinced of the truth of the 
statement that man is born unto 
trouble, ‘The movement in 
Canton’ has not by any means 
spent itself, Mr, Eugene Chen is 
reported to be on his way to 
Japan to press upon the Cabinet 
At Tokyo the superior virtues of 
the coterie now in control 
Kuangtung. Contormably with 
the aspiration implied the boy- 
cott of Japanese goods in the 
South is repudiated. ‘There, it 
must be confessed, “Canton” is 
displaying a good ‘sense which, 
perhaps, Nanking might be glad 
fo see developing among its own 
adherents. In the North Gen- 
eval Shih Yu-san’s intentions 
fare still shrouded in the mist 
of obscurity, General Chang 
Maueh-liang is firmly inclined 
to support the recognized Gov- 
ernment of China and is report- 
ed to have issued a statement to 
This may discourage 
General Shih Yu-shan and also 
the weavers of plans for the 
revival of the active participa 
tion of General Feng Yu-hsiang 
in affairs of the North,  Cer- 
tainly there seems to be no 
reason for giving anything more 
‘than guarded attention to. the 
dangers there, from the point of 
view of the Government. This 
time last year the Government 
were more seriously exercised 
with the activities of the North. 
Indeed almost twelve months ago 
to-day, to quote from a leading 
article in this journal of August 
1980: *

‘To-day the position

by the Government's troops.

ernment. But, for all that, the 
North is not free from uncer- 
tainties. In the South there is 
a definite challenge to Nanking 
political in the main but not 
ess serious on that account. 
Between the South and the Gov- 
ernment lies Kiangsi. ‘The 
situation there is very little 
different from that outlined in 
the quotation given above. 
Heavy rains may be responsible 
for the delay in the Govern- 
ment's plans of extermination. 
On the other hand the article 
which was recently contributed 
to the Press by a well-informed 
Chinese observer plainly advised 
cautious acceptance of too op- 
timistic versions of the situation. 
‘The Government, in fact, have 
still to regard the Communist 
menace as their most pressing 
concern. They have resources 
which should enable them to 
ie successfully. So had 
1" ago, despite the pre- 
occupations with the North. 
‘They have military accomplish- 
‘ment in their councils, they have 
troops and they have money, al- 
though it can hardly be describ- 
‘ed as money to spare, as the Fin- 
ance. Minister ruefully would 
admit. Yet their operations 
Against the communists seem to 
be hanging fire, They hav 
every reason to be firm in their 
View that, at this juncture. the 
Giversion ‘created by Canton is 
jnimieal to the best interests of 
China for failure to cove with 
the communist menace would be 
disastrous for the Canton’ 
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‘ment themselves. The great fac- 
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tor in favour of General Chiang 
Kai-shek is, however, the posi- 
tion which he and his colleagues 
have been able to maintain for 
so many months as the re- 
‘eognized Government, This bas 
brought to them invaluable sup- 
port from the ruler of Mukden. 
Tt has enabled them to con- 
solidate their resources, to be- 
come more and more accustomed 
to the machinery of control, 
even if their practice in the use 
of it has at times been ineflec~ 
tive, Time, to that extent, 
operates in ‘their favour. Yet 
there are limits to the country’s 
ability to endure the process 
of attrition which the activities 
of the communists apply to the 
general conduct of their cam- 
Daign, 

To the puzzled onlooker tt 
seems amazing that, oppressed 
by these serious responsibilities, 
‘the Government should be neg! 
gent of the importance of pre- 
Serving support wherever it has 
been obtained. Recognition of 
[the Government by the Foreign 
Powers must still be a most 
potent factor in creating pre- 
stige and thus entrenching their 
position, Of the friendliness of 
the Powers’ attitude there can 
be little doubt: how otherwise 
could the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs be able so confidently 
to dilate on its diplomatic 
achievements?

Here in Shanghai the public 
has been informed that an 
“anti-Japanese Aasociation” hai 
taken charge of the conscience 
of the Chinese people and is 
proceeding to enforce a boycott 
Of Japanese goods.

‘At this particular moment the 
introduction of yet another ele- 
ment of discord into the 
troubled pool of Chinese aftairs 
appears to be peculiarly unfor- 
tunate.

THE WHEAT CROP 
July 28. 

One noteworthy feature. of 
China's import trade in respect 
of cereals during several months 
rast consists in the fact that the 
principal purchases of wheat 
have been made from Australia. 
From the point of view of pro- 
pinguity Canada is first of all 
the logical exporter of wheat to 
China when the domestic crop’ 

ils, and thereafter the United 
States, but a reference to the 
“North-China Daily News” 
market reports during the 
period referred to shows the 
ordering of many cargoes from 
Australia, and when, some time 
ago there were reports of the 
dumping of surplus American 
wheat here, the whole business 
was proved to be a canard of 
the most unfounded description. 
The surplus of wheat was pro- 
bably just as great in Cana 
and the United States as in 
Australia, but with the deprecia- 
tion in the Australian pound of| 
about thirty per cent. In com- 
parison with other currencies, 
it was obviously to the advant- 
age of the Chinese millers to go 
there for the supplies neoded. 
‘The question to-day—and a ver 
important one from China’ 
point of view—is what the 
situation will be during the 
coming season for a country 
whose crops ‘are probably at 
present in process of being’ 
ruined by flood. 

In this connection, and as a 
matter of the first importance to 
China from the point of view 
of her food supplies, must be 
considered the first of the re- 
ports from the world’s great 
Wheat producing belts which 
have come to hand. This. 
is from Canada, and is of such 
‘a nature as to indicate no such 
surplus as has benefited China 
during the past year. Official

‘Then as regards 
tea it is pointed out that it is 
high time for producers to 
realize that unless practical 
measures are taken to improve 
quality, the comparatively small 
percentage which China now 
holds in the world’s tea trade 
will more and more fall into the 
hands of her competitors. From 
these three instances is it to be 
concluded that, China is no 
longer in a position to produce 
‘or market the products of her 
soil so as to’ remain in com- 
petition with other mations?

He 
subsequently went to Honan and 
then, in 1902, he decame Gen- 
neral Director of the Mission, in 
succession to Dr. Hudson Taylor. 

In the years that have follow- 
ed, missionary work in China

be unnecessary to examine the 
present position of Christian 
Missions in China at this parti- 
cular moment, for on this 
occasion it is to the man rather 
than to the machine that atten- 
tion is directed.

He has at 
the same time been in contro} of 
an organization which, apart| 
altogether from its spiritual ap- 
peal, has acquired the import- 
ance of an efficient instrument 
for the dissemination of know- 
ledge and the conveyance of 
‘human aid in relief of suffering 
and distress.

For many years 
Madame Soong has been one of 
‘the most remarkable women in 
modern China, Effective claim 
to that title must indeed be 
conceded to one who has seen 
two sons-in-law at the head of 
the Government of China, One 
of her daughters is the widow 
of the founder of the present of 
the political system. Another 
is the wife of the present 
Generalissimo and President of 
the National Government and a 
third is the wife of the seventy- 
fifth lineal descendant of Con- 
fucius, himself a member of the 
Government. In_ addition her 
son Mr. T. V. Soong is the 
Finance Minister of the Gov- 
‘ernment and perhaps one of its 
best known figures to the world 
at large. It is no wonder that 
the deceased lady was known as 
“The Mother-in-law of the 
Country.” It is a title of 
honour due to her responsibility 
for a remarkable family group. 
To her daughters and sons there 
will be deep sympathy extended 
in this heavy bereavement. Only 
the circumstance that their 
mother had been for many weeks 
an invalid will mitigate their 
grief with the solace which 
release from suffering must 
offer.

DISARMAMENT. 
July 28, 

‘The moral issue of disarma 
ment has been prominently be- 
fore the minds of leaders of 
Public opinion in Europe and 
America, | The joint appearance 
of the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain and his two predecessors 
in office at a meeting at the Al- 
bert Hall in support of the 
Vimitation and reduction of 
armaments by international 
‘agreement, was an event of 
pecial significance, It showed 
the readiness of Great Britain 
to prepare for the Conference of 
February next and to do eve 
thing to make it a success, 
Disarmament, indeed, plays a 
big part in the task’ of solving 
the financial difficulties w 
Joom so largely on the interna- 
tional horizon, ‘The Internation-| 
al Chambers’ of Commerce in 
thei Conference at Washington 
a few months ago devoted much 
time to this aspect of the eri 
in the world’s financial centres, 
Difficulties exist in the fact that 
a feeling of insecurity makes 
for instability in finance. So 
‘once again is that vicious circle 
brought into operation. The na- 
tions are bowed under a crush- 
ing load of debt; they could re- 
duce the load enormously by a 
reduction in armaments but that 
cannot be effected without a 
guarantee that the process is 
general. In other words trust 
must be created, suspicion must 
be removed, Here in China is 
the problem in miniature. ‘The 
Government find their finances 
heavily encumbered by military 
expenditure. They cannot di 
band partly because thelr un 
employed soldiers would find no 
civil occupation which would 
give a livelihood and partly be- 
cause without thelr huge armies 
they could not depend on main- 
taining their position, If Ge 
eral Chiang Kai-shek could have 
solved the disbandment problem 
last winter, he perhaps would 
not be confronted now with the 
grave menace to the very ex- 
istence of his regime. Turning 
to the larger stage, sweeping re- 
duction of military expenditure 
is to some countries an invita- 
tion for their quondam foes to 
revive ambitions and assume the 
offensiv 

There is no reason to believe 
that this mental disability can- 
not be tackled in Europe. The 
Disarmament Conference to be 
hheld next year is not expected 
to accomplish miracles. | If a

Chiang Kai-shek movement. in 
‘Kuangtung, and the execution of Mr. 
Chang Yuen-chi, Gen, Shik’s sec- 
retary-general 

When Gen. Shih's troops were 
placed under Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
Tang's command last year for re- 
lorganization, the Central  Govern- 
‘ment assigned seven hsien on the 
Honan-Shansi boder as the garrison 
area of the “Grey” general's troops, 
but Gen, Shih refused to mave his 
troops fromthe  Peking-Hankow 
Railway zone where he. was at 
liberty to selze the rolling-stocke and 
levy whatever taxes he wished on 
leargo transported along. the railway. 
‘Accordingly, he established "his 
headquarters in Shuntehfu and his 
{forces were stationed along the Kin- 
Han Line at such places as Shabo, 
Hengtang, Tsechow, Chengan, 
[Changte, ete, Last year when 
Yen Shib-shan and Marshal Feng: 
'Yuchsiang were defeated by Nanking 
land forced to evacuate Chihli

‘Owing to heavy losses in the bean 
trading during the past two years 
several mills have changed hands 
this year, creditors having taken| 
possession, and as one of them has 
been closed, there are only’ thirty 
nine working at present in the town. 

¢ district adjoining 
Which the railway runs, thus these 
mills receive beans by water or by 
rail straight into their warehouses. 
‘The other mills in the town are 
ituated in the suburbs. 

Not all of these mills are memb- 
Jers of the oll mill association, 
this, ‘society having only’ 27 mills 
fon its register, “Taking the figures 
shown by the economic bureau 
these show that the export of bean 
oil in 1929 was 28.955 to 
this being a very low figure owing 
to the railway conflict. In the year 

28 40.159 tons ‘were transported 
‘on the railway and in 1930—46.431 
tons, and from these figures it may. 
be concluded the export of bean oil 
is increasing, 

‘As regards bean cakes. 897.410 
‘tons were exported in 1928 for a 
note 621 tons in 1929 and $68,709 
tons in 1930, from which It is evi 
fent that the railway conflict. 
not much affect this kind of goods. 

With the possibility of shipping 
bean cakes across Siberia to Europe 
there is a probability of the oil mill 
industry still further developing, but 
much depends upon the results of 
the shipment of cakes lately made 
as it is passing across the country 
fn almost the hottest time of year. 
Most of the machinery used by the 
‘mills is not of the latest modern 
type and therefore a considerable 
quantity of oil is left in the eak 
which makes it much more linble to 
lerack and to become green on the 
outside. 

If the cakes take on this condition 
it is difeult to get cattle to feed 
‘on them, and before selling” it to 
the farmer the whole of the outer 
shell must be scraped clean. 

‘At the present moment all the 
nills are working full time as there 
is a great demand for both ofl and 
ceakes from foreign countries, expe- 
cially from Japan, though prices are 
not very high, but as the soya bean. 
ig now quoted at a very low" price 
the oil millers find that they’ can 
‘make a profit in crushing. 

Harbin is likely always to remain 
the centre of the gil milling industry, 
as it can be very easily approached 
both by rail and by water and it 
thas the best possibilities for, dis- 
patching its manufectured article to 
the seacoast. ‘The mesting whi 
is shortly to take place in. Harbin 
of the Chinese Eastern, South Man- 
churia ‘and Useuri railways will 
Possibly result in special reduced 
freights for export being introduced, | 
‘and this will still further assist in 
‘the development of the oil milling 
industry, 

‘The largest oil mills belong to the 
Anglo Chinese Eastern Company 
which is a British concern, but all 
the others are owned by Chinese, 
no other foreigner having an in- 
terest in the oll mills of Northern| 
Manchuria, 

‘The only danger to the industry, 
is that new firms may attract beans 
to the sea-ports of Newehang and 
Hulutao, whore new mills may. be 
ezreced, which with more modern 
machinery may complete very strong- 
Ty against those which have been 
established in this “part of the 
‘country for a good many years.

'Yu-loo Tang, secretary to Mr. T. V, 
Soong, the Minister of Finance, 
succumbed shortly after eleven 
o'clock on ‘July 23" to. wounds

Rains Cause Collapse of Hill 
‘Near Chinkiang 

Serious floods have occurred bee 
tween Chinkiang, the provincial 
capital of Kiangsu, and Nanking 
with the result that railway com- 
munication between the two cities 
have been suspended since on July 
24, The seriousness of the flood 
situation between the two cities 
may be judged from the fact that 
the platforms of the Yaochuameng, 
Taipingmeng and Hopingmeng 
Stations, three small stations to the 

st of ‘Nanking and about 300 
jometres from Shanghai, are be-

directed from Berlin, seem to have 
been endeavouring by the organi 
tion and exploitation of labou 
and peasants to bring about Soviet 
revolutions in China, Japan, Korea, 
Formosa, the Philippine ‘Islands 
‘Straits Settlements and Federated 
Malay States, 

Fourteen Chinese were prosecuted 
during the month for communistic 
activities. Of these four were 
jextradited to the Chinese Authori- 
ties and five were handed over to 
the French Police. One 
‘quitted while the cases against the 
remaining four were still pendin, 
‘at the end of the month, . 

‘New Communist leaflets which 
‘came into the hands of the Police 
‘during the month were of 57 
ferent kinds. These leaflets dealt 
‘chiefly with the Shameen Incident 
lof 1925 and the ceding of Formosa 
to Japan while others gave 
exaggerated accounts of incidents 
‘involving ferences between 
Chinese and foreigners. Others con- 
‘demned the Kuomintang and made 
pecial mention of the arrest and 
‘execution of Shang Chung-fa. The 
latter, who was the leader of the 
communist party in China, 
arrested in the French Concession 
fon June 22 and executed in Chinese 
territory the following day. 

An attempt on a small scale to 
demonstrate on the occasion of the 
Sth anniversary of the Shameen 
Incident was “made at 7.25 p.m, 
June 23 when some 50 persons of 
the student class gathered in the 
vicinity of the Kawamura Clock 
tower, comer of Robison 
Roads, where 
Jcommunistic handbills and shouted 
slogans. The arrival of a party of 
Police and the arrest of one of the 















































demonstrators rapidly brought 
these activities to an end, 
Some 20 persons who tried to 








start a similar demonstration the 
same day in Tatung Road, Chapel 
were quickly dispersed, ‘As they 
escaped they threw away literature 
Jadvocating the suppression of 
‘capitalists, imperiatists, yellow 
labour unions and the Kuomintang. 

‘Strikes. — During the month! 
under review there were four 
‘strikes in the Settlement, These 
affected 141 employees of four dif- 
ferent concerns, and resulted in a 
loss of 75 working days. The 
{ttrikers comprised 110 cotton mill 
workers, six shoemakers and 25 
carpenters. The firms affected were

Both parties, operating photogrs 
studios, employed at various times 
‘the name "Sanzetti.” S.MLL. San- 
zetti’s studio is situated at 72 
JNanking Road, the other at 421 
Bubbling Well’ Road. | Complainant 
originally opened a studio under the 
name “Sanzetti" on Nanking Road 
‘about seven years ago. Condition: 
regarding a subsequent situation 
caused friction, which resulted in 
legal action.

‘The case concerning the name 
right between the above named 
parties is tried and decided by this 
Court as. follows:—

SOLUTION

[Nations Union here to-day Mr. J. F, 
Darling, a director of the Mic 
Bank, one of the largest in the 
world, urged that the nations em- 
ploy President Hoover's war debts 
holiday plan to devise ways and 
means of restoring one media in 
which war debts ultimately ean be 
settled. Mr, Darling, who for meny 
months has devoted a great deal 
fof attention to depressed silver 
values, said that his plan would also 
reinstate world values, stimulate 
world trade und ald in a general 
‘economic recovery.

with vigour and no little colour. 
It does not matter that only a 
few weeks before the author of 
the manifesto has described the 
person being denounced in most 
flattering terms as a colleague 
and a patriot. He ignores this 
previous opinion and goes on to 
prove that the darkness of heart 
which is being denounced has 
long been known to the nation, 
the treachery which has provol 
ed this manifesto has the 
deepest roots, and, finally, after 
painting so ‘black a picture of 
the foe that the only conclusion 
that can be come to is that the 
world would be a better place 
if rid altogether of this pest, he 
announces that he is prepared to 
accept the" repentance of the 
recalcitrant one and receive him 
back into the fold. A most 
illogical wind-up, but who care 
No one takes the manifest 
seriously so no harm has been 
done. 















































It may seem a far cry from a 
tarnished tea spoon to an official 
manifesto, but there is an 
analogy, which cannot be denied.

‘That is to say there is more 
than a germ of truth in every- 
thing he has-put forward. He 
expects his opposite number to 
be sceptical, but scepticism to 
the extent” that he meets is 
something altogether beyond his 
experience. But where jhe is 
likely to be completely batted is 
in his other dealings. His own 
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Jassistants will appear to con 
spire to let him down, not be-

GOODBYE TO 


With the retirement from ser 
vice of H, Bl. River Gunboats Wid- 
jgeon and Teal not only bas the 
British navy lost two of the old 
fest fighting craft on the active 
list, but navigators and foreign 
residents of the Upper and Middle 
Yangtze have bid a last farewell 
to two familiar friends that for 
nearly thirty years past have 
proved their worth in both times 
of strife and peace, 

‘Not great machines of war, wi 
swinging turrets and lofty battle 
masts, proudly ranging the Seven 
Seas, are these elder sisters of the 
Fighting Fleet. Just shallow 
draught gunboats, with no greater 
Jarmament than six pounders, but 
105. feet in length with a’ total 
Jerew of thirty-two officers and men 
[where others carry hundreds. Some 
laughingly have termed them “a 
half-erown’s worth of defence. 

‘But in fact they are well worthy 
to fly the White Ensign, well

Tn a few days more H.M.S. Teal 
will join her comrade. Her’ last 
Jeruise as a gunboat over, her crew 
‘will be paid off on the Sist.

TLMS. “Falcon,” a river gunboat 
‘of the latest type, now being com- 
pleted for Yangtze service. Lieut. 
Commander GP,  Steven-Guille, 
who has been in charge of HLS. 
‘Teal for the past year and eight 
months, will’ command the new 
vessel. Tn the meanwhile HAMS. 
Teal lies at Pootung, awaiting 
Jannouncement of the —Admiralty's 
Intention to sell her in the same 
manner as H.MLS. Widgeon. 

Of the two vessels H.MLS. ‘Teal 
is the senior, having been con- 
structed in 1901 at Yarrow's yard, 
Glasgow, and shipped to China 
sections. The first gunboat of her 
type, HOLS, Teal was designed 
especially for service on the 
Upper Yangtze, which had only 
‘been opened for steam navigation 
in 1899.

Steam maritime commerce was slow 
to develop in the difficult reaches} 
above Tchang and in the meanwhile 
H.M.S, Teal won laurels as an ex- 
plorer. Drawing but three feet of

At the time of the lay- 
up, the British Government deemed 
it expedient to avoid any accusation, 
Jof violating China's neutrality by 
operating gunboats on the Yangtze. 

In this connection a story is told 
that, while not confirmed by naval 
authorities, is believed by many to 
be true, 

This tale is to the effect that with 
the German Ambassador to Peking 
pressing for the internment of the 

izeon and Teal crews in Chung- 
king in 1914, the 64 men from the 
two vessels escaped down the river 
dressed as missionaries, Fearing 
that they might still be interned if 
intercepted in Chinese waters, the 
jerews persuaded the captain of the 
river steamer on which they were 
passengers to hail a large outward 
bound British liner off Woosung. 

Tt is related that considerable 
interest and surprise were shown 
Jon the liner when the 64 assorted 
“missionaries”, in both male and

without waiting for a gangway to 
be lowered and gave vent to their 
relief in being once more aboard a 
British vessel in “ship-shape” sailor 
fanguaze.
